—Whereas certain, regulations, further to 
amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, were published as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 31 of the Indian Boilers 
Act, 1923 (5 of 1923) at page 653-661 of the Gazette of India, 
Part 11-Sccl ion 3-Sub-Section (i), dated the 13th March, 1982 
under the notification of the Government of India in the Minis¬ 
try of Industry (Department of Industrial Development) (Cen 
tral Boilers Boat'd) No, G.S.R. 277, dated the 26th December 
1981 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely 
to be affected thereby till the 9th May, 1982; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 25th Much, 1932; 

And where is no objections or suggestions have been 
received; 

Now, therefore, in expercise of the [powers conferred 
by section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 ( 5 of 1923), the 
Central Boilers Board hereby makes the following regulations 
further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, namely:—- 

1, (1) Those regulations may be called by the Indian Boiler 
(Third Amendment) Regulations, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Tn the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 '(hereinafter re
